NONPOINT SOURCE POLLUTION CONTROL RELATED REPORTS
PREPARED PURSUANT TO THE FEDERAL CLEAN WATER ACT AND
THE COASTAL ZONE ACT REAUTHORIZATION AMENDMENTS OF 1990

California Water Code section 13369(b) requires that the State Water Resources Control Board

(SWRCB), in consultation with the California Coastal Commission (CCC) and other appropriate

agencies, submit to the Legislature and make available to the public the following information on
or before August 1st of each year.

1. Copies of all SWRCB and Regional Water Quality Control Boards (RWQCBS) reports that
contain nonpoint source pollution-related information that were prepared in the previous
fiscal year (FY) pursuant to the federal Clean Water Act (CWA) sections 303, 305(b), 319
and the federal Coastal Zone Act Reauthorization Amendments (CZARA) of 1990 section
6217.

2. A summary of information related to nonpoint source pollution that is set forth in those
reports.

Three reports were prepared and submitted to the United States Environmental Protection
Agency (U.S. EPA) in FY 2003-04 as required under CWA sections 303, 305(b), 319 and
CZARA section 6217. The following is a list of the reports and a brief summary of each report.

1. Semi-Annual Progress Report (January through June 2003) — Nonpoint Source
Implementation CWA 319 (Grant # C9-97920402-0). This report briefly describes NPS
Control actions taken by the regional boards and the State Board and the CCC during
January through June 2003. The report was submitted to U.S. EPA on July 29, 2003.

2. Semi-Annual Progress Report (July through December 2003) — Nonpoint Source
Implementation CWA Section 319 (Grant # C9-97968201-0). This report briefly describes
NPS Control actions taken by the regional boards and the State Board and the CCC during
July through December 2003. The report was submitted to U.S. EPA on March 23, 2004.

3. California’s Nonpoint Source (NPS) Program Biennial Progress Report
2001-2003. This report satisfied federal annual, biennial and five-year reporting
requirements in the NPS control program. As the individual reporting periods ended on the
same day—June 30, 2003, individual reports were integrated into one report. This report
was submitted to U.S. EPA on May 10, 2004.
